mer state comptroller, entered the race 
for the nomination for governor at the 
Democratic primary next August a 
few minutes before the ticket closed 
Tuesday midnight. 


Charles A. Walls of Lonoko, who 


had been mentioned frequently dur- 
ing the past two weeks as a possible 
candidate for governor, issued a state- 
ment early Tuesday night in which 
he said he had decided not to enter 
the race because he though "this is 
no time to rock the boat." 


It was believed that Wall's an- 


nouncement that he would not be- 
come a candidate for governor would 
mean that Governor Futrell would 
not bo opposed for rcnomination, but 
Reed appeared at the office of Har- j 
vey G. Combs, secretary of the state 
General Committee, about 11:30, asked 
for a blank party pledge, and left the 
room. He returned in a few min- 
utes and five minutes before mid- 
night filed the pledge and paid his 
ballot fee.

This has come largely from 
sincere friends who favor Ihe reforms 
in stale government and the .school 
proiM-am that I have advocated for a 
number of years. While I appreciate 
deeply the many offers of support, it 
is my opinion that in view of present 
depressed conditions it would not be 
conductive to the besl interest of the 
state lo engage in a political campaign 
under such circumstances.

should yield to the public good, and 
in deciding that I shall not become a 
candidate at this time, I am prompted 
solely hv the opinion I have formed 
that'll is no time to rock the boat..

extortion in the abduction of William 
F. Gettle, B: vcrly Hills millionaire, 
James F. Kirk, Larry Kerrigan and 
Roy Williams were sentenced Tuesday 
night to serve life terms in San Quen- 
tin prison. 


Superior Judge Charles Fricke, in 


pronouncing sentence, said the pris- 
oners would be permitted to apply for 
parole, since no violence or torture of 
the kidnap victim was shown. They 
probably will be taken to prison Wed- 
nesday. 


The pleas followed quickly District 


Attorney Huron Fills' offer to permit 
the action as the alternative of stand- 
ing trial by jury with the possibility 
that bodily injury to the kidnap vic- 
tim be shown and death penalties re- 
sult. 


Kirk and Williams early agreed to 


the district attorney's proposal but 
Kerrigan held back for a time, ex- 
pressing a desire to consult his lawyer 
first. Finally he agreed to plead to 
the kidnaping by extortion charge 
and the three immediately were tak- 
en to Judge Fricke's court. 


After the pleas were entered, Gettle 


told briefly from the witness stand 
how lie was kidnaped from his Ar- 
cadia country estate last Wednesday 
night after an all-day party. 


A preen parrot was the means of

kidnapers of Gettle. Ernest E. Noon, 
who acted as intermediary for the 
millionaire, said in describing events 
leading up to the rescue. No ransom 
was paid, although the bang hud de- 
manded ?GO,000. 


"I received two notes, supposedly 


from Gettle. shortly after he was kid- 
naped last Wednesday night." Noon 
said Tuesday. "I wasn't quite satis- 
fied that the signature was Gettle's. 


"I prepared a series of questions for 


the kidnapers to ask Gettle. I knew 
if I not the correct replies I was deal- 
ing with the actual kidnapers, and

mand for the resignation of President 
Frank Horsfall of the Agricultural & 
Mechanical college here was made

As a substitute, some form of stu- 


dent government was asked. 


Hampton Thompson, president of 


the junior class, declared in his tes- 
timony that the removal of Horsfall 
as president, and John R. Richardson 
from the Board of Trusetees, would 
be the only action which would sat- 
isfy the students. 


During the questioning 
of Dean 


James Hutchinson on the charge of 
the students that "no premium was 
placed on scholarship," a physical 
clash between Robert Wilson, Pine 
Bluff attorney representing the stu- 
dents, and Lamar Williamson, Mon- 
ticello lawyer, was narrowly averted 
by a reprimand from Judge Patrick 
Henry, who was presiding. 


Wilson objected to the introduction 


of scholarship records of former Mon- 
ticello students in other schools, and 
Williamson, who represents the board, 
declared these records were necessary 
to the investigation. 


This outburst was the first of the 


hearing.

MONTICELLO, Ark.— (IP) — With - 


dramtic calm, President Frank Hors- 
fall of the Fourth District Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college denied 
emphatically from the witness stand 
late Tuesday that he 
ever 
made 


"crude allusions to the sex question" 
in chapel lectures or that he used im- 
proper language in reprimanding girl 
students for infractions of the college 
rules. 


"Apparently some of the students 


misunderstood my words or miscon- 
strued them," he said emphatically. 
"If I said anything that was objection- 
able to them or hurt their feelings, I 
want 'to apologize to them publicly 
heer and now, because it was not my 
intention to do so." 


His statements, made slowly and 


emphatically, came after a tedious day 
of testimony. It all revolved around 
chapel lectures by President Horsfall 
in which he vehemently denounced 
dancing. Students testified that he 
said "dancing is indulged in only-to 
gratify the sexual desires" and that he 
declared "any parent who permits a 
child to dance is a fool." 


On the stand, however, Mr. Hors- 


fall said his remarks certainly had 
been misunderstood or misconstrued. 
He denied that he had made the first 
reference, and said that he said that 
"parents who let children dance are 
foolish," distinguishing 
that 
"fool" 


and "foolish" do not mean the same 
thing. 


As to the charge that he made im- 


proper remarks to girls in reprimand- 
ing them, he said that he reprimands 
students every day, does it in a frank 
manner, but added "that to say I take 
them to the office and talk sex to
